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Gas Crunch Hits 
Town Vehicles 


For those facing gas lines and shortages 
it may be of little consolation, but the town 
of Andover is in the same boat. - 

Andover was notified this month by Gulf 
Oil Corp., which has the contract to supply 
the town’s needs for the year, that as of 
this month, only 80 per cent of its alloca- 
tion will be delivered. The cutback is to be 
continued through the remainder of the 
year. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark said 
the action has led to an examination of 
where departments can conserve on gas- 
oline. A reduction in the operating mileage 
of all town vehicles will have to be ac- 
complished, but will prove to be a difficult 
task. It could result in some reduction of 
services provided by the town, since 
municipal vehicles register little in the

way of wasted mileage. 


Clark said there are some things the 
town can do to conserve, but there is little 
in the way of flexibility. 


The manager said there is the possibility 
that the town would have to look to private 
suppliers, such as local gasoline stations 
to meet the needs of the town and provide 
essential services. 


The curtailment of the allocation began 
this month, and since it will continue to be 
the case, Clark said, it will present some 
problems in view of the town’s continued 
growth. 

Faced with that growth, there will be a 
need for more operating miles by 
municipal vehicles, particularly in the 
public safety sector, rather than less. 


Non-Profit Group 


— Corporation 


To Assume 


A non-profit corporation will be es- 
tablished to continue the town’s recycling 
program, the election of directors and es- 
tablishing of bylaws scheduled for a 
meeting at Memorial Hall library, Tues- 
day at 7:30 p.m. 

The public is invited to join in the plan- 
ning of the program which will result in 
the continuing of the curbside pickup of 
paper, glass and tin, utilizing a grant-in- 
aid from the town. 

Impetus for the formation of the cor- 
poration comes from the Recycling com- 
mittee, appointed by the town manager 
and which has been involved in the 
program since its inception six years ago. 

The corporation would utilize funds ap- 
propriated at town meeting for the recycl- 
ing program, obtaining a truck or contrac- 
tor to do the pickup, provide the labor, and 
monitor the recyclables in order to obtain 
the best financial return for the town. 

Any profit from the program would be 
applied toward reduction of the assess- 
ment against the solid waste disposal 
program for the town. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark said

this week that the recycling committee 
had presented him with the plan, which he 
feels is a workable solution to meeting the 
town meeting commitment to keep the 
recycling program going at the same cost 
as last fiscal year. 

Contractors are either not interested in 
bidding on a new contract, or the price will 
prove to be in excess of the funds 
available. 

The local corporation running the 
program could realize additional revenues 
through the sorting of dry paper for which - 
the town would obtain $40 per ton. Damp 
or mixed paper now brings anywhere from 
$8 to $2 per ton. 

The town appropriated $32,000 for the 
recycling program. These funds would be 
placed within the grant-in-aid agreement 
with the non-profit corporation and would 
be applied to the purchase of a truck and 
payment of labor costs. 

Clark said that while there is some risk 
involved, there are a number of advan- 
tages beginning with the fact that the ad- 
ministration and management of the 
program is free being performed by those 
who have volunteered to be a part of the 
corporation. 

Employment and equipment purchase 
practices are not governed by statutes, 
with which the town must conform, 
through management by the corporation. 

He said he was thankful to the recycling 
committee for its ‘ingenious proposal 
which, basically maximizes the free enter- 
prise system in continuing a town ser- 
vice.” 

Without the development of this idea, 
the continuance of the recycling program 
would probably be prohibitively expensive 
and even impossible beginning July 1, 
when the current contract expires. 

The manager added that if the program 
did not work out as anticipated, the town 
would not lose a great deal of money, since 
the assets, such as equipment could be li- 
quidated and the grant-funds returned. 

Andover’s recycling began in 1971 by 
concerned groups from conservationists 
and Phillips Academy and High School 
youths. A recycling center was established

The Andover Lions Club will be assisting 
Sean A. Kennan in his quest for a graduate 
degree from Harvard University. 


Kennan, a popular man in the downtown 
area, lost his eyesight beginning in 1977. 
He has been rehabilitating himself in re- 
cent years and now has the opportunity to 
go to Harvard Graduate school and obtain 
a degree in public administration. 

The Lions Club, whose principal charity 
effort is in the area of eve research, has 
already provided the prospective graduate 
student with $500 and will and will attempt 
to raise additional funds through’a benefit 
performance at the Salem , N.H. Towne 
and Country Playhouse. 

‘‘Man of LaMancha,”’’ will be presented 
Aug. 8 at the playhouse, with the Andover 
Lions sharing in the proceeds. A goal of at 
least $500 has been set by the club. 

Kennan, who is currently working in the 
CETA program, looks forward to the op- 
portunity of not only assisting himself in 
overcoming his handicap, but assisting 
others with similar affliction. 


The first twenty-eight years of Sean’s 
life were pretty ordinary, carrying with 
them some of the usual stopping off points 
common to those around him. He dropped 
out of high school to enter the Army; serv- 
ed in Thailand and Vietnam; attended 
Northern Essex Community College and 
recieved an A.A. degree and spent some 
time working in industry. In addition, he 
spent a year as a social worker resettling 
refugees from Vietnam. 

Working for a bank in Boston in 
September of 1976, he began to notice that 
he was losing his sense of color dis- 
crimination. This was the start of a steady 
decline in vision and visual accuity. By 
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travel unless with assistance. The 
physicians, at the time, were not able to 
arrive at a diagnosis. It seemed as if there 
was no apparent reason for the loss of 
sight. In March of 1977, he entered the 
first of two hospitals in search of a means 
by which his eyesight would be restored. 
This was to no avail. When finally dis- 
charged at the end of June, he left with a 
diagnosis of Bilateral Optic Atrophy of un- 
known origin. In short, his optic nerves 
had atrophied for reasons unknown to 
those who were working on the case. 

Kennan registered with the 
Massachusetts Commission for the Blind 
on July 7, 1977 and was told that because 
the condition was irreversible, he should 
try to rehabilitate himself. He contacted 
the Massachusetts Division of Employ- 
ment Security and told a counselor that he 
wanted work, and was told that blind per- 
sons usually assembled brooms or ball 
point pens; beyond that, there was no way 
in which that agency could help him. 

Eventually he wrote his own job descrip- 
tion, and was able to be funded by 
C.E.T.A.In This, his second year of 
employment, he works for the Town of An- 
dover, department of public schools as a 
program coordinator. 

Sean regards the Harvard Graduate 
School as being the opportunity of a 
lifetime. He envisions, in that opportunity, 
a chance to better himself: to achieve a 
degree of independence and to maintain a 
sense of dignity. He would like to find, 
upon graduation, an administrative role in 
one of the public service areas: ie: social 
service agency, school system, or govern- 
ment agency.

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Two Andover High undergraduates 
arrested on drug charges two weeks ago 
were expelled from school Tuesday night 
by the school committee acting in ex- 
ecutive session.

The other student was expelled for the 
1979-1980 academic year and will be ex- 
cluded frum classes and all school ac- 
tivities from Sept. 5, 1979 to Jan. 9, 1980. 
After Jan. 9, he will be placed on probation 
and allowed too attend school. 

Both students must meet twice during 
their probation periods with high school 
principal Phillip Wormwood and the 
school committee to discuss their 
academic progress and behavior. They are 
both subject to a maximum four hours per 
week work detail during the probation 
period. 

Any violation of the probation by the two 
students will result in their immediate ex- 
pulsion Viehmann said. 


Policy Stiffened 


In the wake of six drug arrests at An- 
dover High School, the school committee 
Tuesday night stiffened penalties for 
possession, sale or use of drugs and 
alcohol. 

Committeemen unanimously approved 
the new guidelines, both of which must be 
passed again by the board before they 
become official policy. 

According to the drug policy approved 
Tuesday, possession, use, transfer or sale 
of drugs, as defined by the Controlled 
Substance Act, will result in immediate 
expulsion of students involved, and 
parents and police will be notified. 

All files relating to drug-related matters 
will be kept secret, and may be viewed 
only by the superintendent and those he 
authorizes in writing, the document said. 

All such records about a student will be 
destroved one vear after the student 


leaves the Andover school system, accor- 
ding to the new policy. 

Immediate expulsion is the penalty 
mandated for students bringing alcohol 
onto school property or to any school- 
related functions including dances, field 
trips and off-campus programs. 

Students who appear to have consumed 
alcoholic beverages will not be allowed to 
attend classes or school-related functions, 
and will be suspended. 

Law enforcement officers will be 
notified if any state law regulating the 
sale and use of alcohol is broken. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert said the stiffen- 
ing of the penalties took place about the 
time of the arrests on June 4 of six 
students for sale or possession 0: drugs. 

He said the policies could be changed 
rapidly at the discretion of the school com- 
mittee. 


Better Staff 
Morale Is Aim 


The school committee will attempt to 
reduce ‘‘faculty frustration’? and ‘‘im- 
prove staff morale’’ as its major effort in 
the 1979-1980 school year, according to the 
draft of the school committee direction 
ietter approved Tuesday night.

Programs already begun will be con- 
tinued, they said. 


Other projects listed by the committee 
as deserving ‘‘massive time com- 
mitments’’ were the secondary building 
program and the implementation of data 
processing and inventory control,

An Effort Worthy 


Of Support 


Andover’s recycling program will shortly be assumed 
by a non-profit organization, in an effort to keep the 
project going here in town. ; 

Essentially, the corporation will be composed of per- 
sons who have been actively involved in promoting the 
recycling effort here for a number of years. 

Threatened with the curtailment of the program due 
to its expense, and the difficulty in obtaining contrac- 
tors to maintain the routes within the funds available, 
the recycling group came up with an innovative idea of 
trying to keep the service going through other means. 

What will be happening will be the allowance to the 
group of a grant in aid through funds appropriated at 
town meeting this spring. With that funding, the cor- 
poration will be able to purchase a truck, if necessary, 
obtain the help needed to carry out the program and 
through voluntary effort, maintain the bookeeping 
procedures. 

Funds obtained from the sale of paper, glass and 
aluminum, would return to the corporation, with profits 
being applied to the town’s refuse pickup program. 

The town is basically in a no-lose situation, provided 
the program works out well. Even if the effort is not 
successful, nothing will be lost, since there are tangible 
assets which can be liquidated to insure coverage of the 
grant. 

The corporation can operate in a more flexible 


manner than if the town were to undertake the recycl- 
ing program on its own. The corporation is not bound by 
various statutory requirements such as the municipali- 
ty would if recycling became a town-sponsored service. 


Those involved in the current effort are to be applaud- 
ed for the undertaking. 

No doubt, it will require considerable voluntary effort 
by those interested in the continuance of the recycling 
program. 


But, they are used to such effort. For the most part 
most of those setting up the corporation and proposed 
program, have been working on the recycling program, 
not just on a conservation note, but for economic con- 
siderations as well. The more refuse material which 
can be kept from the municipal refuse collection ser- 
vice, the more money can be saved. This will become an 
even more important consideration when Andover is 
forced to join in a regional solid waste disposal district, 
which it will eventually. 


What will be important, is the cooperation of the 
townspeople in the program. If it is to be successful, 
residents of the community will have to join in the 
recycling effort. It will be through such support that the 
corporation will result in beilng truly a non-profit enti- 
ty, with the townspeople and taxpayers obtaining some 
economic considerations in the long run. 


Pit Permit 


We don’t generally get involved in commentary on 
gravel pit permits, but would like to note this week that 
we don’t relish the position the selectmen find 
themselves in with regard to the application for a 
gravel pit permit off Blanchard street. 

The matter is on the agenda for the board’s Monday 
night meeting. 

What work has been done in the pit area has resulted 
in a pond on the property. It presents a hazard in its pre- 
sent state, and as summer rolls on, could present health 
hazards in addition to the safety factor, considering it to 


be a good mosquito breeding area. 

Also, the area has become a favorite hangout for 
youths and, we understand, some motorcyclists or 
recreation vehicle enthusiasts. 

The police would seem to have enough to do in their 
rounds already without having another hangout to 
patrol and check constantly. 

We aren’t sure of the legalities involved in the 
application for continued gravel removal in the par- 
ticular area, but concede that the selectmen have a dif- 
ficult task before them.

Postal Size Standards Change 


Morrissey said that because the 
envelope and greeting card industries 
have had more than three years to prepare 
for the new standards, few retailers 
should be selling undersized pieces, but 
cautions customers to use up their supply 
of non-conforming cards and envelopes 
before the deadline.

at the old landfill site and people could 
deposit what they wanted saved at the 
same time that they dumped their trash. 
Elaine Katz from the conservationists and 
Tom Cone from Phillips spearheaded the 
effort. 

When Andover went to curbside collec- 
tion of trash in 1973 thetown also voted for 
curbside collection of recyclables. The ef- 
fort has continued with ups and downs 
mostly due to problems with the collectors 
— 3 different ones over the years. 

Recently members of the recycling 
committee attended an EPA sponsored 
meeting in Boston on markets for recycled 
materials and found that companies want 
to reuse materials. In all three areas, 
papers, glass and cans, there are great 
energy savings when materials are reused 


rather than the manufacturing process 


beginning with virgin materials. Of course 
there is the additional savings of scarce 
materials, metals and the unnecessary 
one-time use of wood. 

With the tax cap situation this year, 
Town officials felt they could spend no 
more money for the recycling program 
than they did last year, though they all 
realize the long range benefit to the town 
to reduce the tonage of the waste stream. 

Disposing of trash costs more and more 
each year, $192,000 in 1976 and $268,660 for 
1979-80. Each ton removed from this 
process is a savings to the town as it costs 
less to dispose of any material that is 
recycled. Pick-up cost is less plus revenue 
from the sale of goods can be deducted 
from the total.
